CONSTITUTION. 



Ar iclk I. This Association shall be known by the name of 
Coosa iver Baptist Association. 

Art. II. It shall be composed of well-accredtted messengers, 
appointed by regular Baptist Churches which are united in this union. 

Ar . III. Its meetings shall be annual. 

Ar IV. Its officers shall be a Moderator, Clerk and Treasurer, 
who si ill be elected, by ballot or otherwise, at each session, and 
hold oH e till their successors are declared duly elected. Provided, 
that the non-election of the Treasurer shall not interfere with organ- 
ization 6 

Ar V. The Association can not rule, but may advise the 
Churche . But it has a full right to reject the messengers of any 
Church ' ot in order in faith or practice. 

Art V!. Petitions for membership must be by letter and one 
or more nessengers, and the Association in each case is to judge on 
the question of reception. 

Art. VII. Each Church of fifty members or less shall have 
three messengers, and one messenger for each fifty or fractional num- 
ber over fifty. 

Art. VIII. This Association is in full sympathy with the spirit 
and read; to correspond and co-operate with all regular Missionary 
Baptist o ganizations for the spread of the gospel and the extention 
of the R, deemer's kingdom on earth ; but a difference of opinion on 
these matters shall not necessarily involve the question of fellowship. 

Art IX. Churches composing this body will be expected to 
contribu - to and sustain a contingent fund, which shall be deposited 
by the ni ssengers, at each annual meeting, with the Finance Com- 
mittee; and other contributions for benevolent purposes will be 
earnestly sought and fostered by the Association. 

Art. X. This Association shall take cognizance of no que™ 
sent u fr >m the Churches unless they have endeavored to solve the 
same ; *d have failed : nor of any difficulty between Churches unless 
they I ive pursued the directions contained in the 18th chapter of 
Matth. -r, md have not been able to settle it; then the Association 
shall uke such matter into consideration and act upon it at its dis- 
cretio" 

i^, ! T *j XI ' This Constitution » or any article, may be amended or 
abolish at a regular meeting, on the concurrence of a vote, by 
standing of two-thirds of messengers present; provided, that such 
intended rhange is announced by the Moderator at least six hours 
before tin action is taken. 
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RULES OF DECORUM. 



Rule I. The Association shall be opened and closed with 

Pray RcLE 2. A Moderator and Clerk shall be chosen by the suf- 
frages of the members present. • 

Rule 3. The names of the members shall be called each day 
before proceeding to business, and no member shall absent himself 
from the Association unless he have leave or be sick and unable to 

attend. 

Ru LK 4 . Visiting ministering brethren present shall be invited 

to seats in the Association. 

Rule 5. The Moderator shall preside over the Association, 
preserve order, and appoint all committees with the sanction of the 
a ccociation 

Rule 6. The Moderator may speak in debate on any question, 
appointing some other member to fill the chair temporarily, but shall 
not vote except in the case of a tie. , , „ . , , 

Rule 7. The Moderator shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to the appeal to the Association by any two members. 

Rule 8. Every member when speaking shall rise from his seat, 
respectfully address the Moderator, confine himself to the question 
before the body, and avoid personalities. ... 

Rule 9. A motion made must be seconded and stated by the 
Moderator before debating; and every motion shall be reduced to 
writing if the Moderator or any member desire it. ... 

Rule 10. When a motion is stated by the Moderator it is in 
possession of the Association, but may be withdrawn by the mover 
at any time before a decision or amendment. 

Rule ii When a question is under debate no motion shall be 
received except to lay on the table, postpone indefinitely, commit or 
amend- which said motion shall have precedence in the order in 
which they are stated. But a motion to adjourn is always in order 
except when a member is speaking or the body engaged in voting 

Rule 12. All questions, except such as relate to the Constitu- 
tion, the Rules of Decorum, the reception or exclusion of churches, 
shall be decided by a majority of the votes ; in the excepted cases 
two-thirds are required. 

Rule 13. Filling blanks with particular numbers, the question 
shall first be taken on the highest number and longest time. 

Rule 14 When a motion has once been decided a member 
voting with the majority may move for reconsideration on any day 
during the session. , 

Rule i«>. No speaker shall be interrupted unless he be out of 
order, and no member shall speak more than twice on the same prop- 
osition, without leave of the Association. _. 

Rule 16. No practice shall be allowed which has a tendency to 
interrupt speaking or the business of the Association. 

Rule 17. The appellation of " brother " shall be used by mem- 
bers in their addresses one to another. . 

Rule 18. The Clerk shall read these rules at the opening of 
every session of the Association. ■ 

Rule 19. Any member violating these rules shall be reproved 

by the Moderator.

We lay down the broad prop- 
osition that every Church house in the land should be open for wor- 
ship on each Lord's Day, when weather conditions are favorable It 
is true that weak Churches cannot afford to employ all the time of a 
pastor; we concede this. But it seems to us that there is no reason 
why each Church should not meet every Lord's Day for the study of 
CrOd s Word. ■*

REPORT ON PERIODICALS. AND LITERATURE. 

Among, the agencies of evil, irreligious literature stands fore- 
most. Its influence is wide spread. The pathway of rectitude is 
strewn with human failures, the direct result of that weakness en- 
gendered by the trashy literature of the present time. Many boys 
and girls who could have been useful to their home and country have 
been so weakened by light literature that they only drift with the 
tide. 

Not only does a certain class of literature weaken the moral 
impulse, but so strengthens the evil impulse of some that a Jesse 
James or a Rube Burrows seems to have been created from an appar- 
ently good character. How often do we read of some young man on 
whom the law has laid its iron hand and find that he was only trans- 
lating into his life thoughts obtained from some evil book. 

On the other hand, the good results of religious literature never 
will and never can be known till the records of our Father are opened 
before an assembled universe. No other agency except the public- 
preaching of the Word is so powerful for good. Many of the shin- 
ing lights of the Church have been converted through the influence 
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gravated crime, these boys should understand the facts and be able 
to act upon them in their first responsible conduct." 

Before the Church can hope to do much in abolishing saloons 
and reforming the world she must look to her own members, exclude 
every drunkard, demand that her members refrain from visiting the 
bar room and signing petitions to sell the " stuff."

REPORT OF STATE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Your Committee on the Work of the State Board of Missions 
respectfully report to this body: First, that in the labor of securing 
means for the support of Home and Foreign Missions; second, that 
in lending proper aid and assistance to those Churches that, by rea- 
son of their infancy, have not become self-supporting; third, that in 
the promotion of evangelical work throughout its jurisdiction and in 
the development of our ministry by institute work ; fourth, that in 
the dissemination of religious literature; fifth, that in the mainten- 
ance of our indigent and superanuated ministry and in taking care of 
their widows and orphans ; sixth, that in fostering church fellowship 
and in promoting co-operation in church work, that in building up 
unity in church sentiment along the line* of unity in church action, 
that in the aggregation of the individual forces of the many Churches 
of the State in the promotion of a common purpose for a common 
good the State Board of Missions has proven to be, by far, the most 
available means and the most powerful factor in the accomplishment 
of the great work committed to them, that has been inaugurated by 
the Alabama Baptist State Convention. 

In the collection and in the forwarding of funds, in the ex- 
tended distribution of religious literature, in all of the extended la- 
bors of the denomination the State Board of Missions is found to be 
indispensible as a means and its labors should be rewarded and its 
work should be sustained) and its hands should be held up by all the 
energy of all the Missionary Baptists of our State. 

And in proportion as we regard our individual duty as Christ- 
ians, and in proportion as we regard our individual responsibility to 
ourselves and to our Church organizations, in proportion as we re- 
gard the utility of mission work as a means of the introduction and 
of the extension of the religion of Christ into heathen lands, in pro- 
portion as we accept and as we endorse the power of Christ unto their 
salvation, just so far is it our Christian duty to give of our means in 
sustaining the labors of the Board of Missions of the State in the 
promotion of their good work, and just so far should we give our 
hearts to this inspiring cause, and just so far should we give our 
prayers to the promotion of the spread of the gospel of the Master. 

While obedience to the last great command of Christ may be, 
or may be regarded, as non-essential, yet to go to all parts of the then 
known world and to preach the gospel to every living creature was, 
to say the least of it, a duty that was enjoined upon the apostles and 
a duty to which we were the successors — a duty from which Baptists 
have never shrunk, and it to-day becomes every one who holds to 
and who depends upon the truth" of its sublime faith to amplify the 
powers of the State Board of Missions in the masterly work it has 
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undertaken to accomplish, of the commendable labor it has in hand 
of aiding in the spread of the gospel, in giving a charity to the indi- 
gent of its own ministry, in aiding in the necessary work of the en- 
dowment of our seminaries of learning, in lending a helping hand to 
the feeble churches of our denomination, in executing all the great 
work at hand waiting to be accomplished. 

The means of salvation is supplied, the work of the Evangel is 
before us and should be sustained.

REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 

Your committee beg leave to submit the following: The 
Southern Baptist Convention was instituted many years ago for the 
extension of Christ's kingdon, and we learn that the home field was 
included in this institution.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

The work of the Foreign Mission Board of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention comprises six countries, viz. : China, japan, Brazil, 
Italy, Africa and Mexico. In China the work is divided into three 
sections or districts. They are North, Central and Southern China. 
In South China there are three stations with 15 missionaries and 42 
native helpers. Central China has four stations with 12 missionaries 
and native helpers, and North China has three stations with 12 mis- 
sionaries. Japan has three stations with 9 missionaries. Brazil has 
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seven stations with 15 missionaries and native helpers. Italy has 
seventeen stations with 3 missionaries and 19 native helpers. Mexico 
has nine stations with 28 missionaries and native helpers. Africa 
has four stations with 12 missionaries and native helpers. Alabama 
has a son and daughter in japan, viz. : J. W. McCallum and wife. 
Also Miss Willie Kelly in Central China. 

The combined population of these six countries is more than 
625,000,000, more than ten times as large as that of the United States. 
Among these people almost every imaginable form of idolatry and 
superstition prevails. Ignorance, barbarism, semi-barbarism, idola- 
try and Roman superstition have had their direful effects upon the 
hearts, homes, lives and governments of the people. 

The statistics of the last convention year show the condition of 
our work as follows : Missionaries, 80 ; native helpers, 1 10 ; churches, 

baptisms, 660: membership, 4,324; Sunday School scholars, 
and contributions from foreign fields, $6,658. I*he total 
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Of this amount 



amount paid for Foreign Missions was $125,681 .go- 
Alabama gave only $6,563.29, a little more than an average of 5 cents 
per member, while the contributions from the foreign field were 
$6,658, almost $1.50 per member. 

Bv examining the statistics of the last Southern Baptist Con- 
vention vou will find that the entire expenses of conducting the For- 
eign Mission work last year, including more than $2,000 interest on 
the debt, was a fraction over 8 per cent, of the $125 ,68 1.99 contributed. 
Hence you see that more than 91 per cent, of all gifts reach the mis- 
sionaries. 

It is true that there are many other missionaries in these and 
other fields, sent out by other Protestant denominations, but by many 
of these the gospel is taught imperfectly, and even with these the 
number is altogether inadequate to the great task. Arthur Pierson 
says in his " Crisis of Missions : " " We may safely estimate the souls 
that in Pagan, Moslem, Papal and nominally Christian lands, who 
still need to be reached with a pure gospel, at a thousand millions, 
and the whole number of missionary laborers at 35,000, and could 
each of these carry on the work of evangelization, each worker would 
have to care for nearly 35,000 souls." Will we not think of the great 
task and bestir ourselves to more prayer and greater liberality? Let 
every Christian, every pastor and every Church heed the command, 
" Go ye." At the last meeting of the Southern Baptist Convention 
the entire indeptedness of the Foreign Mission Board was paid off, 
but since then contributions have been small and there is danger of 
incurring another debt at the rate we are now going. The first three 
and a half months of this convention year Alabama gave for Foreign 
Missions onlv $295.07. 

The Woman's Missionary Union has done a noble work in con- 
nection with the Convention. The power of its work is being felt. 
What we need now is information and system. The former can be 
gained by reading the Foreign Mission Journal, religious papers and 
the Bible. The latter is the natural product of increased interest.

We see by the unanimous ac- 
tion of the Board at the July meeting it was thought wise, in the 
opinion of those present, that it would be greatly to the advance of 
our work to dispose of the book business. A plan was submitted bv 
the Corresponding Secretary and adopted by the Board, by which 
our stock of books etc., was transferred to Bro. J. B. Collier, he taking 
the stock on consignment and receiving 10 per cent., on sales of the 
same. It was absolutely necessary that some disposition be made of 
this department, as we were not able to make it pay its own running- 
expenses. By the arrangement mentioned above it is thought that 
rS lr V. h t u CXt . tW ° ° r three 7 ears we will be able to get rid of the 
debt which has been incurred by this department and constantly in- 
creasing. We find again that no suggestion is made in regard to the 
book business, that having been disposed of by previous action of the 
Board, it is the opinion of the Board that under favorable conditions 
!hl S £°? be T made of . great practical utility to the denomination in 
the State. However, it has been thought best to allow this matter to 
await the developments of the future. We also find that there wa* 
no report! made at the last State Convention on Bible and Colportage 
Work We find that the Colportage and Bible Work in the plst* in 
this Association, was a failure because it never received the support 
that it should have had.

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 

Your Committee on Ministerial Education beg leave to say 
that we can report only in a very general way. Our people and 
Howard College are still striving, perhaps doing all they can, to 
give to our pulpits capable expounders and doers of the Word of 
God. At our last Association at Cropwell the Churches pledged 
$262.50 and private individuals promised to. give or to raise $202.00 
for Howard College. These promises have been redeemed. Some 
of the Churches and some private members have given various sums 
for the young men educating; for the ministry at the Howard. The 
number of beneficiaries, the amount raised and the amount needed to 
supply the necessities of the young men we have been unable to as- 
certain. We hope our brethren will be able and willing to continue 
our young men at college. 

While your Committee are pained by the continuance of the 
bitter controversy respecting the President of the Southern Baptist 



Theological Semi. -\ry, we feel that God lives and reigns and rules, 
and therefore the -minary will live when the controversy is in ob- 
livion and continue ,o bless our land with her annual vintage of edu- 
cated and consecrr; -d young ministers. Let us be faithful and true 
to the Seminary, tli mgh the President, his advocates and opponents 
fall together. Tb- Seminary cannot be allowed to suffer. 

We would not be understood, however, as insinuating that Sem- 
inary students, onb , are needed in our pulpits. The uneducated are 
equally necessary « id supply a want that the educated cannot, or will 
not, supply. Thes - two classes of preachers are like two strong pil- 
lars standing opposite, supporting some mighty temple; if either be 
stricken out the ed ice tumbles. Any of us can name a denomina- 
tion of Christians \ ho believe scholasticism unfits a man for the pul- 
pit; we can also name another denomination who believe that Greek 
and Hebrew are tr t without which one cannot be properly ordained 
to the ministry. 1 te former denomination is unknown in highly cul- 
tured communitie. md it is fast fading away. The latter is compara- 
tively unknown in emote rural districts and is not prospering, es- 
pecially in our So ihland. In the most uncultured settlements our 
pulpits are suppliet with taste and talents in harmony and sympathy 
with the people — t ae and good men panoplied with the shield of 
faith, which no see .tic's dart can penetrate; and with the sword of 
the Spirit, the sim, 'e Word of God, which slays right and left for the 
Lord. In the mo learned and classic cities on earth there are Bap- 
tist ministers suiK' to the cultivated tastes and talents of their con- 
gregations and eq> iaJ to any demand or emergency. As a natural con- 
sequence Baptists are forging ahead among all classes and over all op- 
position. Warm, pushing, loving hearts, though unlettered; and 
cool, logical, learned heads are equally necessary and indispensable 
in winning souls and bringing the kingdoms of this earth to be the 
kingdoms of our Lord and His Christ. 

We earnestly • ecommend to all our ministers Bro. G. S. Ander- 
ie of the very best means of educating ministers 
he Seminary, and request Bro. Anderson to set 
r holding an Institute within our Association.

Colleges cannot live without patronage. 

If they are in such condition and so equipped and managed as 
not to warrant and command our patronage, then Baptist pride and 
common sense should cause us either to change the condition for the 
better, or to abolish the institutions in their denominational connec- 
tions. The Howard is a valuable and almost indispensable aid in the 
education of our ministers and has no mean record, and causes con- 
gratulation in the distinction and worth of its alumni in secular af 
Fairs. These things should cause us to deliberately consider its 
claims. 

The Judson has a peerless record among female colleges in Ala- 
bama. 

If you are unable or disinclined to patronize these institutions, 
let us urge that you see to it that your children have at least good 
Christian instructors or none at all, that you give your personal at- 
tention to a close home reading by your children of the New Testa- 
ment, with the assurance that such a study will result in much de- 
nominational training from a Baptist standpoint.

REPORT ON EVANGELIZATION OF COLORED PEOPLE. 

There are in Alabama 150,000 Colored Baptists. A plan for 
their evangelization and instruction was arranged a few years aeo be- 
tween the Home Mission Society, of New York, the Home Mission 
Board of the Southern Baptist Convention and the White and Col- 
ored Conventions of Alabama. The expense of the work is borne 
jointly between the Boards mentioned above, $50,000 of which is paid 
by our State Board, the amount being divided between Brothers 
Boothe, Pollard and Pettyjohn, all colored. These brethren are en- 
gaged in this work by holding Ministers' Institutes, instructing the 
preachers in Bible history and doctrine, church government and kin- 
dred subjects. Dr. W. C. Bledsoe, corresponding secretary, en- 
dorses this plan of evangelization and believes that much good for 
the colored race will b< accomplished by the co-operative plan above 
referred to. We are I eartily in favor of evangelizing the colored 
people and affording hem all the assistance in our power for their 
religious and moral ui> building. Jko. C. Williams.

REPORT ON WOMAN'S WORK. 

Woman in this nineteenth century has caught the spirit of apos- 
tolic times. From the day the enunciation was made to the Virgin 
of Bethlehem, that she was to be the mother of Jesus, woman has 
taken a new rank in history. Mary Magdalene, the sweet messenger 
of mercy and heralder of hope, who bore the good tidings to the 
apostles and others on the resurrection morn, was but the pioneer 
missionary of her sex. 

Thousands of others have caught the inspiration from her noble 
example, so that to-day more than one third of the entire force in the 
Foreign field is composed of devoted, consecrated, godly women. 

Efforts are continually being made by these missionaries to 
better the condition of heathen women, to lighten their burdens, 
illuminate their homes with the light of the gospel, and to reveal to 
those benighted ones their real place and mission in life. The 
Woman's Missionary Union, auxiliary to the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention, is indeed carrying out the idea as set forth in the creation : 
"An help-meet for him." 

With a sweet spirit of consecration, free from any profession- 
alism, looking not for their reward in this world, these noble women 
give their time, their energy, their money, yea themselves to the 
Master's work. 

Nine years ago, the beginning of the woman's missionary 
societies of our Southern churches, they gave to the Home Board 
$6,723.10. Last year they gave $33,543, an increase of five-fold in 
eight years. 

Their last report, ending April, 1897, shows contributions 
amounting to $29,931.31. 

The amount contributed to Foreign missions by this Union 
during the past year is $23,476.33, making $53,407.64 given to Foreign 
and Home missions. 

The ninth annual report of the Central Committee of Alabama 
state? that the total receipts in money from all the Southern States 
in the past nine years has been $233,451.66 for Foreign missions, and 
$198,144 for Home missions. Of these amounts Alabama has con- 
tributed $9,412.69 for Foreign, and $11,511.77 for Home missions. 

From the Maryland Baptist Mission Rooms, No. 9, West Lex- 
ington street, Baltimore, Md., there are sent out tracts and leaflets 
into thirty-one states and territories. 

This literature has been of inestimable value to pastors and 
churches throughout this country, as well as a blessing to thousands 
of others. 

The officers in the societies of woman's work receive no sala- 
aries. Their's indeed is a labor of love. 

We should not only be thankful to God for the great work 
these women are doing, but give them our cooperation, our sym- 
pathy, and our prayers, as they go forth endeavoring to glorify the 
Master in their lives, and uplift the world unto Him.
